Venice, Aug. 18. 

HE Duke and Dutchefs of Guaftalla not 
thinking themfelves fafe in their own 
Principality during the prefent State 
of Affairs in Italy, are retir’d hither with 

_the Princefs their Daughter. The Che- 

yalier Fourbin has at length left our Coafts, and ’tis 
thonghr he is gone to Croatia ; becaufe fome Barks 
thar are come in hither from Iftria report, that they 
{aw iome Ships go into the Road of Tricfte, and 
that on the 16th inftant, they heard great Cannona- . 
ding all day long from thereabouts. Signior Canale 
is made Procurator of St. Mark, on Payment of the 
ufual Fine of 25000 Ducats. The laft Letters from 
Palermo jay, That the Count de Tholoufe, Grand 
Admiral of France and Spain, was fail’d from thence 
for Medina ; and that after he had vifited that Port, 
he would proceed to take-a View ‘of all the Har- 
bours of Sicily. All our Letters from the Mode- 
neze, and the Neighbouring Country advife, that 
there is a great Morcaliry in the Army of the King 
of Spain ; and fume from Cremona, that there are 
no lefs than 6 or 7ooo Sick and Wounded Officers 
and Soldiers in thar City ; but we wait to have this 
confirm’d before we believe it. 

Rome, Aug. 12. Cardinal Fourbin has demanded 
leave of the Pope, in the Name of his Mafter the 
K. of France, to put Garrifons into Parma and Pla- 
centia, which his Holinefs has refus'd to grant.

they have both hearken’d to Propofals of Peace, and 
that they have referr’d the Points in’ difpute to the 
Cardinal Primate. The Imperial Ambaffador is 
gone towards Plefs, from thence to continue his 
Journey to the King of Pruffia. The Staroft of 
Cracow, who was confin’d by the Swedes, is fer at 
Liberty. Letters from Vienna fay, that an Exprefs 
was arriv’'d there from Venice, with the News that 


the Venetian Fleet have driven the French out of 
the Gulf.

Contngsberg, Aug.22. “Tis advis'd from 
land that fome of Oginski’s Parry have burnt the 
little Towns of Schoode and Cretingen, with the 
Villages that lye about them, all belonging to the 
Sapichas. 

Frankfort, Aug. 27. They write from the Camp 
before Landau, That they had taken a Spy who 
was fent by the Governour to acquaint Mar- 
fhal Catinat that if he did not relieve the Place 
within 10 days, it could hold out no longer. Upon 
notice of fome of the Enemy’s Troops having been 
feen in the Mountains near Landau, (who might 
attempt to break thro’ the Camp to get into the 
City) all che Paffes ate fecur’d, and the Warches 
doubled. The Detachment which fome time ago 
was fent from the Army before Landau towards the 
Mofel, to obferve the Motions of the Enemy, is 
now at Sobernheim on the River Nahe. They 
write from Heidelberg, thar the K. of the Romans, 
who had been there to vifit his Queen, is return’d, 
taking the Elector Palatine with him , to the Siege 
of Landau ; and that the Electrefs Palatine will con- 
tinue in Heidelberg, to Keep the Queen of the Ro- 
mans.company. A French Ingenier, who came out 
of Landau, and difcover’d feveral Mines to the Be- 
‘fiegers,(which gain’d him fo much credit with them, 
that he could eafily inform himfelf of their Condi- 
tion and Defigns) attempted to return into the Place, 
but was catch’d ; Prince Lewjs of Baden would 
have had him hang’d up, but General Thungen ad- 
vifing that Execution fhould be deferr’d,till he fhould 
drain the Ditch of al! the Water in it (which he had 
before promis’d.to do) he is refpited for a time, -and 
put under Confinemer:,
